In  the  sus- 
Y.ensinn  of  arms,  let  tis  pnpare  for  war,  and 
when  v'ne  elements  no  longer  impede  our 
Airch,  and  the  wounds  of  our  soldiers  no  long 
or  remind  tlietn  of  the  comforts  of  their  homes, 
let  us  cf.rryom  arms  beyond  that  point  which 
fhis  fall  wntdd  have  limited  otir  utmost  hopes. 
Such  is  the  Wish  of  the  nation,  and  such  will 
be  the  vAteof  congress.  A confidence  in  our 
bausc  and  a Icnowledge  of  our  resources,  had 
induced  tuc  expectation  of  a brilliant  termina- 
tion of  the  campaign,  and  surely  more  com 
Jilete  means  to  effect  the  given  object  Could 
not  he  asked  “ The  sufficiency  of  our  force, 
Slid  the  insufficiency  of  tliat  of  the  enemy, 
were  distinctly  ascertained.” 

Thus  armed  and  prepared  for  the  smiles  or 
frowns  of  fortune,  furnished  with  the  means 
that  govenimtnl  could  produce,  and  that  fact 
to'.*  notorious  to  the  world,  it  was  indeed  a 
su  -pnse  that  our  operations  were  so  unexpect- 
edly suspended.  We  felt  the  enthusiasm  of 
our  cause  giving  vigor  to  our  arms  ; tliat  i'n 
penetrat  ing  lo  the  capital  of  our  enemy,  we 
Could  once  more  present  those  overtures  of 
peare  which  again  and  again  have  been  declin- 
ed, and  that  if  Still  deaf  to  the  entreaties  of 
-tustice  or  the  suggestions  of  prudence,  we 
'might  sever  from  her  arms  the  posse.ssion  of  a 
terrilorv  already  panting  for  a union  with  mir 
tcptibllc.  Hilt  whatever  might  have  been  our 
CXpcctat'oiis,  it  is  folly  to  complain,  when 
reason  calls  oti  us  to  act.  If,  to  the  want  of 
tnilitar-/  capacity  in  onr  generals,  we  owe  the 
present  suspension  of  oilr  iiiilitarv  career,  we 
are  not  without  our  remedy  Tlie  first  essays  of 
a nation  are  seldom  attended  with  immediate 
‘success.  Our  troops  are  untaught,  our  gene- 
rals unskilled.  1'he  organixation  of  our  staff', 
thSugh  perfect  in  theory,  still  retjiiiresthe  aid 
of  practical  experience.  System  may  arrange, 
and  valor  mav  cxeCtite,  biU  alotie  to  the  matu. 
rll  v of  experiment  we  ihust  owe  the  fbrmation 
of  ’ a well  disciplined  army.  OUr  sluggard 
transit  from  peace  to  war,  had  hastened  the 
promotion  of  active  men.  The  late  secretary 
of  war,  tlio’  correct  in  his  office,  still  wanted 
heerstarA-  requisites  fur  giving  force  and  effect 
to  oiir  military  operaiions.  Checked  in  the 
'raplditv  of  our  views,  by  the  unexpected  but 
incidental  fatalities  of  a new  estahlislinient, 
we  saw  with  the  highest  satisfaction  the  aus- 
pices of  a difi'erent  system  under  the  pre.sent 
minister  of  war.  Cncommonly  giflcil  by  na 
tore  with  the  richest  of  her  endowments,  in- 
ronned  and  iinprovided  by  a residence  in 
Vftuice,  the  seat  Of  military  science  ; personal- 
ly intimate  with  the  greatest  tacticians  of 
tiiat  coin  ti V,  lie  seemed  partieiilarly  adapted 
to  the  exigency  of  the  times.  One  great  and 
govenviiig  pait  in  his  character  is  the  con- 
tt^tioii  of  moans  to  effect  a proposed  end. — 
Jn  exp;  dients,  few  iiiimls  are  more  fertile,  and 
the  best  evidence  of  his  excellence  is  the  ra- 
pid tr.aiislatiun  if  his  dejiarfmcnt  from  confu- 
sieri  til  .system.  Conlnilled  by  a plan  of  ope- 
r.'.tiiir.s  fr.v  from  being  military,  bin  Khich  tin- 
’(ter  the  untjiices  of  a board  of  officers,  tuid  been 
recoi/wierided  to  the  natiott,  which  had  an  incep- 
tion without  much  probability  of  an  and  ; 
vihich  w.as  conceived  without  pl.an,  and  pursu- 
ed A illn  ut  vigor;  which  had  alienated  the 
iconfid,  lice  of  both  governnieiit  anil  people — 
tlr-  present  secre*ary  of  war  could  ho[ie  to 
give  li'.tle  else  to  its  execution  than  the  im- 
Vi-ess  of  Ins  genius.  The  concentration  of 
JOI  e •,  really  the  great  art  of  war,  had  not  been 
aote-\  upon,  and  the  first  effort,  therefore,  was 
to  unite  the  scaltcrcd  fragments  of  the  army, 
and  select  for  its  comm.-ind,  men  . f at  least 
move  •intlvily  if  not  of  capacity.  J‘vbtic  oftin- 
’on  had  alreadii  desianated  general  II  ilkmson  cjf 
general  Uamjdon  for  military  commanders. — 
They  were  alre.ady  before  ihe.  public  eye,  as 
xel  untr'r-d  : they  were  entitled  to  it,  as  their 
legitimate  rank,  and  supposed  at 'least  to 
possess  those  -advantages  which  experienco  ne- 
cessarily confers  or,  age.  Cut  their  preteii- 
sions  were  independent  of  age.  They  had 
Served  in  the  nvoliitionary  war,  and  though 
We  do  not  think  that  fact  supplies  the  ah- 
sence  of  talent,  still  it  ought  at  least  to  fur- 
nish an  apology  for  the  selection.  The  opin- 
io* ,o*' the  north,  and  the  ' pinion  of  the  south, 
conr ir 'ed  in  the  appointment.  Keen  the  ser-

To  give  efl'cct  to  military  institutions,  res- 
ponsibility and  power  must  he  cle.ai  ly  defined 
and  insi-pa-ably  attached,  from  the  lowest  to 
the  highest  grades.  The  sergeant  for  his  squad, 
the  subaltern  for  his  section,  the  captain  for 
his  companv,  the  m.ajor  for  his  b.sttalinn,  the 
colonel  for  his  regiment,  the  brigadier  for  hi 
brig.adc,  Imd  the  major  general  for  his  division ; 
each  in  their  i-espectire  sphere,  exercising  their 
proper  functions  without  collision.  Preserve 
this  chain  of  dependence  and  authority,  and 
the  complete  machine  harmonizes  in  all  its 
parts — break  one  link,  you  disonler  the  goodly 
fabric,  and  confusion  and  an.archy  must  ensue. 
.As  soon  therefore  as  the  army  is  generally  bri- 
gaded, the  commander  can  receive  no  ,applic.a 
tion  of  a professional  nature,  hut  through  the 
medium  of  his  general  officers  (except  in 
cases  of  personal  grievance)  because  it  is  to 
them  lie  must  look  for  the  appearance,  conduct 
and  efficiency  of  their  respective  corps  ; and 
conformably  to  this  principle,  general  officers 
will  correspond  with  the  colonels  or  command- 
ing oflicers  of  regiments  or  corps  onlv,  they 
with  their  captains,  -and  the  same  rehalion  des- 
cends tliroiigii  the  suballerns  to  the  non-com- 
missioned i.lficers,  the  very  root  of  all  order 
and  discipline. 

The  general’s  orders  will  be  few,  and  these 
as  concise  as  possible  ; he  will  require  from  no 
one  (relative  rank  ami  functions  considered) 
that  whicli  he  will  not  be  re-ady  himself  to  per- 
form ; it  will  be  his  pride  to  participate  toil, 
hazard,  peril  and  glory  with  those  lie  com- 
mands ; but  hisorders  and  arr;ingements  must 
he  implicitly  obeyed  and  promptly  executed, 
lie  will  cherish  harmony,  union  and  a manlv 
fi-atrrnal  spirit,  as  the  precursors  of  triumph 
and  fame  ; hut  shouhl  intrigue  and  faction, 
these  d"iiionsof  discord,  ever  shew  their  heads 
within  the  limits  of  hif  command,  it  will  he 
Ins  duty  to  strangle  ihenri  in  the  birth. 

No  correspondence  is  to  he  nhu  uded  on  the 
secretary  of  war,  but  in  cases  of  personal  grie. 
Vances,  and  these  thrcugli  the  oflice  of  the  ad 
j 11  taut  general : and  all  gentlemen  in  coinmis- 
sion  are  required  to  forliear  writing  on  milita- 
ry  topics,  past  or  prospective,  before  the  close 
of  the  campaign;  because  the  discordant  opin- 
ions which  are  sent  firth  respecting  motives 
and  measures,  the  merits  of  which  can  be  un- 
derstood In  those  only  who  govern  and  direct, 
distract  the  public  mind,  shake  public  cuiifi- 
denre,  and  degrade  the  military  cliai'acler. 

Tlie  rights  of  a soldier  are  few,  and  those 
should  he  sedulously  guarded.  The  officer 
W'lio  would  usurp  or  abandon  an  iota  of  them, 
Isa  traitor  to  his  profession,  and  nnworiliy  the 
-oniniuiiity  of  honorahle  men.  Yet  we  must 
lie  careful  not  to  conioiinil  republican  freedom 
with  military  suhordination  ; things  as  irre- 
concilable as  opposite  elements,  the  one  being 
foiiiidcd  ill  equality,  and  the  other  resting  on 
ohi  dietice. 

The  commanding  general  during  his  halt,

Mr.  Lowndes,  of  S.  C.  from  the  com- 
mittee on  Naval  Affairs,  reported  for  the 
consideration  of  the  House,  the  follow- 
ing resolutions  : 

/lesolved,  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives  of  the  United  States  in  Congress  as- 
sembled, That  the  President  of  the  U.  States  Be 
requested  to  present  to  the  nearest  male  rela- 
tive of  Capt.  James' 1-Awreiice,  a gold  medal, 
and  a silver  medal  to  each  of  the  commission- 
ed officers  who  served  under  him  in  the  sloop 
of  war  Hornet,  in  her  conflict  with  the  British 
vessel  of  war  the  Peacock,  in  testimony  of  the 
high  sense  entertained  by  congress  of  the  gal- 
lantry and  guild  conduct  of  the  oflicers  and 
crew'  in  the  capture  of  that  vessel.  And  the 
president  is  also  requested  to  communicate  to 
the  nearest  relative  of  captain  Lawrence,  the 
sense  which  congress  entertains  of  the  loss 
which  the  naval  service  of  the  U.  States  has 
since  sustained  in  the  death  of  that  distin- 
guished officer. 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre 
senaits'esof  the  United  States  of  Jlmerica,  in 
Congress  assembled.  That  the  thanks  of  Con- 
gress be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  presented  to 
capt.  Oliver  Hazard  Perry,  and  through  him, 
to  the  officers,  petty  officers,  seamen,  marines 
and  infantry  serving  as  such,  attached  to  the 
squadron  under  his  command,  for  the  decisive 
anil  glorious  victory  gained  on  lake  Erie  on  the 
10th  of  Sept,  ill  the  year  1813,  over  a British 
squadron  of  superior  force  commanded  by  com. 
Barclay. 

Resolved,  That  the  president  of  the  United 
States  be  requested  to  cause  gold  medals  to  be 
struck,  emblematical  of  tlie  action  between 
the  two  squadrons,  and  to  present  them  to  capt. 
Perry  and  capt.  Jesse  D Fdliott,  in  such  man- 
ner as  will  be  most  honorable  to  them  ; and 
that  the  president  be  further  requested  to  pre- 
sent a silver  medal  with  suitable  emhienis  and 
devices  to  each  of  the  commissioned  officers 
either  of  the  navy  or  army  serving  on  board,  a 
sword  to  each  of  the  midshipmen  and  sailing 
masters  who  so  nobly  distinguished  themselves 
on  that  memorable  day. 

Resolved,  That  the  president  of  the  United 
.States  he  requested  to  present  a silver  medal 
with  like  emblems  ami  devices  to  the  nearest 
male  relative  of  Lt.  John  Brooks  of  the  iiia- 
riiies,  and  a sword  to  the  nearest  male  rela- 
tions of  midshipmen  Henry  Laitb  and  Thos. 
Claxton,  jr.  and  to  communicate  to  them  the 
deep  regret  which  Congress  feel  for  the  loss  of 
those  gallant  men,  whose  names  ought  to  live 
ill  the  recollection  .and  affection  of  a grateful 
country,  and  whose  czinduct  ought  to  be  re- 
garded as  an  example  to  future  generations. 

Resohvd,  I'hat  months  pay  be  al- 

lowed  to  a;l  the  petty  officers,  seamen,  marines 
and  infantry  serving  as  such,  who  so  gloriously 
supported  the  honor  of  the  American  flag  un- 
der the  orders  of  their  gallant  commander  on 
that  signal  occasion. 

Tlic  resolves  having  all  been  read, 
and  no  amendment  being  proposed 
thereto — 

Mr.  Lowndes,  of  S.  C.  made  a very 
neat  and  pertinent  speech  on  the  mer- 
its of  those  achievements  which  are  the 
subject  of  these  resolutions  ; which  otir 
reporter  will  with  pleasure  ofler  to  our 
readers,  but  want  of  room  and  time 
compels  him  to  omit  it  in  its  proper 
place. 

Mr.  Clay,  of  Ky.  (Speaker)  said,  that 
before  the  question  was  put,  the  Chair- 
man must  allow  him  an  opportunity  of 
expressing  the  high  satisfaction  he  felt  at 
the  very  handsome  and  eloquent  manner 
in  which  the  gentleman  from  S Carolina 
had  acquitted  himself  in  the  observations 
lie  had  just  made.  It  would  indeed  have’ 
ill  become  the  representatives  of  the  peo- 
ple; when  every  city  on  Uic  conljncut  liiiU 


tiiniost  literally  blazed  with  joy  on  the  oc- 
casion ol  these  victories,  to  have  remain- 
ed silent  on  this  subject.  Our  ships 
on  the  ocean,  commanded  by  the  most 
gallant  officers  in  the  world,  had  already- 
shewn  what  American  tars  could  do, 
ship  to  ship.  It  remained  for  the  Hero 
of  Erie  to  exhibit  to  them  an  awful  les- 
son of  our  capacity  to  fight  them  in 
squadron,  against  not  only  an  etpial  but 
superior  force.  If  he  were  to  relate  the 
circumstances  which  in  his  opinion  most 
distinguished  the  Hero  of  that  battle,  Mr. 
Clay  said,  he  should  certainly  refer  to 
that  mentioned  by  the  gentleman  from 
South  Carolina.  Imagine  to  yourself 
(said  he)  this  valuable  ofiicer  in  the  hour 
of  peril,  his  vessel  a wreck,  her  deck 
strewed  with  the  mangled  bodies  of  his 
dead  and  dying  comrades — and  admire, 
with  me,  the  cool  intrepidity  and  consuni 
mate  sk'iJf  with  which  he  seized  the  pro- 
pitious moment,  changed  his  station,  and, 
aided  by  his  gallant  second  in  command, 
and  only  second  in  merit,  pressed  for- 
ward to  fame  and  victory.  Such  an  ac- 
tion, it  has  been  well  said,  has  scarcely 
its  parallel  in  history.  The  importance  of 
this  victory  can  be  more  readily  realized, 
when  we  look  at  its  consequences.  It 
led  to  the  victory  on  land,  by  which  a ter- 
ritory was  delivered,  and  a province  con- 
quered. No  longer  is  the  patriotic  sol- 
dier, whose  safety  ought  to  be  guarded 
by  all  the  principles  of  honor  and  of  mo- 
dern warfare,  to  be  delivered  over  in 
cold  blood  to  the  merciless  tomahawk. — 
No  longer  the  mother  wakes  to  the  a- 
gonizing  spectacle  of  her  child  torn  from 
! her  breast,  and  immolated  to  savage  bru- 
' tality.  Here,  sir,  said  he,  the  consequen- 
, ces  of  that  victory  are  most  conspicuous  ; 
and,  coming  from  a country  in  the  vicini- 
I ty  of  the  scene  of  action,  and  so  sensibly 
; alive  to  its  consequences,  I could  not  for- 
bear expressing  my  high  satisfaction  at 
giving  my  vote  in  favor  of  these  proposi- 
tions. Air.  C.  could  not  sit  down,  he 
said,  without  expressing  his  pleasure  at 
finding  that  the  name  of  Elliott  was  cou- 
pled with  that  of  Perry.  Lt  Elliott  bad 
given,  in  the  capture  of  the  British  brig 
Detroit,  last  winter,  a promise  of  future 
greatness  in  the  line  of  his  profession. — 
The  admirable  manner  in  which  he  had 
in  the  battle  of  Erie  seconded  his  brave 
commandei*,  attested  the  propriety  of  con- 
necting his  name  in  their  resolve  with  that 
of  the  Hero  of  the  Lake. 

The  committee  then  rose  and  reported 
the'rcsoluiions,  which  were  by  the  House 
ordered  to  a third  reading  to-day. 

They  were  accordingly  read  a third 
time,  and  unanimously  passed. 

IN  SEN  ATE— Uecember  20. 

,.,Mr.  Bledsoe  submitted  a resolution  to  in- 
struct the  committee  on  military  affairs,  to  in- 
quire as  to  the  expediency  of  making  provision 
by  law  for  tlie  alteration  and  improvement  of 
the  Medical  Staff'  in  the  army  of  the  United 
States. 

The  Senate  agreed  to  consider  the  same. 

Mr.  Bledsoe  explained  in  a few  words  the 
reason  which  induced  him  to  offer  the  resolu- 
tion, which  he  had  the  honor  to  submit  to  the 
consideration  of  the  Senate.  He  said  he  had 
received  indubitable  information  tha'  much  of 
the  mortality  which  had  occurred  in  the  army 
of  the  United  States,  was  justly  attributable  to 
the  want  of  m>  dical  aid  among  the  troops,  and 
in  many  instances,  to  the  unpardonable  neglect 
of  those  persons  who  had  been  appointed  to 
superintend  the  medical  concerns  of  the  mili- 
tary  esiabl  shment.  He  said  it  was  highly  in 
dispensable  that  proper  provisions  on  this  im- 
portant subject  be  made. 

On  motion  the  resolution  was  agreed  to. 

.Mr.  Dana  gave  notice,  that  al  a future  day, 
he  should  ask  leave  to  introduce  a bill  re.spect- 
iiig  Field  Officers  nf  the  .Militia,  as  well  as 
Officers  of  the  Staff. 

Mr.  Worthington  submitted  a resolution,  to 
enquire  into  the  expediency  of  establishing  a 
blank  number  ol  additional  military  schools, 
and  that  they  have  leave  to  report  by  bill  or 
otherwise. 

Mi.  Worthington  in  ofl'ering  the  resolution, 
said  his  own  observation,  as  well  as  that  of 
every  honorable  member  of  the  senate,  no  doubt 
had  been  sufficient  to  authorise  him  to  s.-iy  that 
many  disgraceful  and  unmilitarv  scenes  li.nd 
been  exhibited  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  occasioned  by  ignorance  and  the  abso- 
lute want  of  Iiiilitarv  science  among  the  offi- 
cers in  the  army,  lie  did  not  make  this  state- 
ment in  disparagement  of  the  individuals  who 
held  commissions  in  our  armies.  He  well 
knew  th.it  the  peaceful  conditioii  of  this  coun- 
try for  the  last  twenty  years,  before  the  war 
in  which  we  are  now  engaged,  had  tended 
greatly  to  destroy  a miliurv  passion  among  the 
people,  and  to  banish  all  science  or  even  prac- 
tical experience  in  relation  to  belligerent  af- 
fairs. It  was  not  then  surprising  to  find  great 
ignorance  in  every  section  of  the  army.  It 
cannot  have  escaped  the  notice  of  every  one 
that  our  bi-ave  naval  officers  have,  in  every  in- 
stance in  v;hich  they  have  encountered  the  en- 
emy, done  honor  to  themselves,  tci  the  navy,  to 
the  United  States.  To  whst,  he  would  ai^, 
can  he  ascribed  I lie  great  difl'erence,  which  has 
been  observant  in  the  military  and  naval  servi- 
ces ? Whence  arises  tliat  difference  which  has 
impressed  itself  upon  the  observation  of  even 
member  of  the  community  ? In  answering 
these  simple  but  deeply  interesting  enquiries, 
no  one  will  err.  Our  little  iiav,  operated  durl 
ing  Hie  long  interval  of  peace  which  we  have 
enjoyed,  as  a school,  in  which  those  principles 
have  been  taught,  those  habits  have  been  incul- 
cated, and  that  genius  lias  been  tbslered,  which 
have  earned  for  us  a blaze  of  national  glorv. 
He  said  he  Was  thence  encouraged  to  hope  and 
believe  that  the  establishment  of  military 
schools  in  the  United  States  would  reprotluce 
that  spirit,  those  principles  and  habits  which 
had  been  elicited  during  the  revolutionary  war. 
He  said  he  was  en'-mii  aged  to  offer  the  resolu- 
tion, which  he  had  .submitted  to  the  considera- 
tion of  the  senate,  from  a conviction  on  liis 
mind,  that  tlie  estahlislinient  of  military  schoiIs 
would  ullim.itcly  be  greatly  beneficial  to  this 
nation.  If  tliey  should  mit  prove  to  be  the 
soiire-eof  present  good,  hereafter,  when  we 
may  have  enjoyed  another  interval  of  pe.ace, 
and  when  it  shall  he  again  nercssarv  to  draw 
the  sword  in  defence  of  onr  rights  and  our  pri- 
vileges, we  shall  experience  tlieir  good  effects.

Would  have  been  saved  — Thrte 
are  the  views  of  this  subject  wliirli  had  l.o  n 
impressed  upon  liis  mind,  and  were  the  consi.

resolution  now  ofi'ered.

DECISIVE  DEFEAT  OF  BONA- 
PAR  J E. 

With  the  loss  of  82,000  men,  180 
pieces  of  cannon,  Leipsic  taken,  &c. 

Lirat  battle. — After  a hartl  and  san- 
triiinary  action  on  the  I6th  Oct.  which 
continucfl  for  some  hours,  Ney  was  de- 
feated with  the  loss  of  10,000  men. 

Second  battle. — 'I'his  battle  fought  on 
the  same  day  as  the  first  was  equally  well 
contested  St  bloody.  But  at  length  Bona- 
parte sucree>  ed  in  breaking  through  the 
centre  of  the  prince  of  Schwartzenhurg’s 
army  by  bringing  up  the  whole  of  his 
cavalry,  under  Murat.  The  allies  then 
brought  up  their  reserve,  and  drove  Bo- 
naparte back  on  the  point  he  occupied  be- 
fore he  pierced  the  prince  of  Schwartzen- 
bufg’s  centre.  The  battle  terminated  at 
nigli',  and  both  armies  remained  in  sight 
of  each  other,  without  cither  having 
gained  any  material  advantage — On  the 
17th  Oct.  they  prepared  for  the  more  im- 
potiant  battle,  that  was  to  take  place  on 
the  next  day. 

Third  battle. — On  the  18th,  the  allies 
having  collected  atui  concentrated  all 
their  forces  under  the  crown  prince  and 
Bfuchcr,  and  the  prince  of  Schwartzei  - 
burg,  attacked  Bonaparte  in  all  his  posi- 
tions. He  fought  with  the  determitiation 
and  desperation,  that  a man  may  be  sup- 
posed to  have,  who  feels  that  his  crown 
depends  upon  the  issue  of  the  conflict  j 
but  his  obstinacy,  his  talents,  his  skill 
■we  e unavailing.  He  was  defeated  with 
the  loss  of  40,000  men,  and  nearly  200 
pieces  of  cannon. 

1,1-ipsic  was  stormed,  without  giving 
the  enemy  a day’s  respite.  The  allies 
advanced  to  I.eipsic  the  day  after  their 
giorious  victory  a..d  after  a most  bloody 
resistance,  took  it  by  storm,  with  30,000 
pi  isoners,  a great  number  of  cannon,  am- 
nnmition,  fcc. 

Thus  in  four  days,  Bonaparte’s  army 
was  reduced  one  half — a more  rapid  and 
enormous  loss  than  he  sustained  in  the 
same  space  of  time,  in  his  calamitous 
eampaigr  in  Russia.

Driven  from  Lcinsic,  Bonaparte  at- 
tempted to  retreat  bv  Erfurth,  the  direct 
ro’d  toflie  Rhine.  He  ailed — the  road 
was  already  , occupied  by  his  conqtierors. 
His  retreat  to  Erfurth  was  cut  off.  He 
then,  with  the  wreck  and  remnant  of  his 
army,  took  the  road  towards  Brunswek, 
thus  removing  further  from  his  resources 
and  Ids  reinforcements.  The  allies  arc 
in  pm  suit,  and  he  is  destined,  we  trust, 
to  experience  fresh  disasters  and  defeats. 

The  last  despatch  from  Sir  Charles  j 
Stuart,  is  dated  at  Leipsic,  Oct.  19th,  from  j 
which  the  following  are  extracts  .• — ' 

IMy  Lokd — Europe  at  length  ap- 
proaches her  deliverance  ; and  England 
may  triumphantly  look  forward  to  rea]), 
in  corjunciion  with  her  allies,  that  glory 
her  unexampled  and  steady  efforts  in  the 
common  cause  so  justly  entitles  her  to 
receive. 

I wish  it  had  fallen  to  the  lot  of  some 
abler  pen.  to  detail  to  your  lordships  the 
eplendid  events  of  these  two  last  days  ; but 
in  endeavoring  to  relate  the  main  facts,  j 
to  send  them  off  without  a moment’s  de-  i 
lay.  I shall  best  do  my  duty  ; postponing  I 
more  de’ailcd  accounts  until  a first  op-  ' 
portunity.  j 

The  victory  of  gen.  Blucher  upon  the  ! 
I6th,  has  been  followed,  on  the  18th,  by 
the  w^hole  of  the  combined  forces  over  the 
armv  of  Bonaparte,  in  the  neighborhood 
of  Leipsic. 

The  collective  loss  of  above  100  pieces ; 
60.000  men  ; an  immense  number  of 
prisoners  ; the  dcsertioK  of  the  whole  of) 
the  Saxon  army  ; also  the  Bavarian  and  j 
Wurternburg  troo)is,  consisting  of  artil- 
’’lery,  cavalry  and  infantry  ; many  generals, 
among  whom  are  Reignier,  k^allery,  j 
Brune,  Bertrand  and  Lauriston,  are  some 
•f  the  first  fruits  of 'hs  glorious  clay. 

The  capture,  by  assault,  of  the  town  of 
Leipsic,  this  morning  ; the  magazines, 
artillery  and  stores  o^  the  place  ; with  the 
king  of  Saxony  and  all  his  court,  the  gar-  j 
Tison  and  rear  guard  t^f  the  French  army  ; i 
all  the  enemy’s  wounded,  (the  number  of  I 
whicli  exceeded  50,000)  ; the  narrow  es- 1 
cape  of  Bonaparte  who  lied  from  Leipsic  at  | 
6 o’clock  the  allies  entering  at  1 1 o’clock, 
the  complete  overthrow  of  the  Frencli 
army,  who  arc  endeavoring  to  escape 
in  all  directions,  and  who  are  still 
surrounded,  are  tlie  next  objects  c-f  exul- 
tation. 

The  further  result,  your  lordship  can 
but  arrive  at,  from  an  account  ofourmili- 
tarv  positions.

The  g'-esl  ami  splendid  success  with  which 
it  has  pleased  Divine  Providence  to  h.'ess  his 
Alajesty’s  aims,  and  those  of  his  allies  in  the 
course  of  the  present  campaign,  has  been  |)ro- 
ductive  of  the  most  iinporlanl  consequences  in 
Siirope 

In  Spain,  the  gloriuui  an  '.  Iccisive  victo'w, 


obtained  ne.ar  VitioVia,  iias  been  lollowecl  by 
the  advance  of  the  allied  forces  to  the  Pyren- 
m es,  bj  the  repulse  of  the  enemy  in  every  at- 
tempt to  regain  the  ground  he  had  been  com- 
])elled  to  abandon,  by  tlie  reduction  of  the  for- 
tress ofSl.  Sebastians,  and  finally,  bythees- 
lablisliment  of  the  allied  army  on  the  frontier 
of  France. 

Ill  this  series  of  brilliant  operations  you 
will  have  observed  with  the  highest  satisfac- 
tion the  consummate  skill  and  ability  of  the 
great  commander  Field  Marshal  Wellington, 
and  the  steadiness  and  unconquerable  spirit 
wliicli  have  been  displayed  by  the  troops  of 
the  three  nations  united  under  his  command. 

Tlie  termination  of  the  armistice  in  the  north 
of  Kurope,.  and  the  declaration  of  war  by  the 
enqieror  of  .Austria  against  Fr.ance,  Inave  been 
most  happily  accompanied  by  a system  ot  cor- 
dial union  and  concert  amongst  the  allied 
powers. 

The  effects  of  this  union  have  even  surpass- 
ed those  i xpectatious,  which  it  was  calculated 
to  excite. 

By  the  signal  victories  obtained  over  the 
French  armies  in  .Silesia,  at  Culm  and  Bcne- 
vitz,  the  i ffi  rts  of  the  enemy  to  penetrate  in- 
to the  hearts  of  the  Austrian  and  Prussian  ter- 
territories  were  completely  frustrated. 

These  successes  have  been  followed  by  a 
course  of  operations  combined  with  such  con- 
summate prudence,  vigor  and  ability,  as  to 
have  led  in  their  result,  not  only  to  the  dis- 
comfiture of  all  those  projects  whicli  the  ru- 
ler ot  France  had  so  presumptuously  announc- 
ed on  the  renewal  of  the  contest  but  to  the 
capture  and  destruction  of  the  greater  part  of 
the  army  under  his  immed.ate  command 

The  annals  of  Kurope  afford  no  example  of 
victories  more  splendid  and  decisive  than 
those  whicli  have  been  recently  achieved  in 
Saxony. 

Whilst  the  perseverance  and  gallantry  dis- 
played by  the  allied  forces  ot  every  dcscrip- 
t on  engaged  in  this  conflict,  have  exalted  to 
the  highest  pitclv,of  glory  their  military  cha- 
•acter,  vou  will,  I am  persuaded,  agree  with 
me  in  rendering  the  full  tribute  of  applause 
to  those  sovereigns  and  princes,  who,  in  this 
sacred  cause  of  national  independence,  have  so 
eminently  distinguised  themselves  as  the 
leaders  of  tlie  armies  of  their  respective  na- 
tons. 

With  such  a prospect  before  you,  I am  sat- 
isfied that  I may  rely  with  the  greatest  confi- 
dence on  your  dispositions  to  enable  me  to  af- 
ford the  necessary  assistance  in  support  of  a 
system  of  alliance,  which  originating  chiefly 
in  the  magnanimous  and  disinterested  views 
of  the  emperor  of  tlussia,  and  followed  up  as 
it  has  been  with  corresponding  energy  by  tlie 
other  allied  powers  has  produced  a change  of 
the  most  momentous  consequence  in  the  af- 
fairs of  the  continent. 

1 shall  direct  copies  of  the  several  conven- 
■ ions  which  I have  concluded  with  tfie  north- 
ern powers,  to  be  laid  before  you,  as  soon  as 
the  ratifications  of  them  shall  have  been  duly 
exchanged. 

I have,  further  to  acquaint  you  that  1 have 
conchiderl  a treaty  of  alliance  and  concert  with 
the  em]ieror  of  Austria,  and  that  the  power- 
ful league  already  formed,  has  received  an  im- 
portant addition  of  force  by  the  declaration  of 
Bavaria  against  France. 

I am  confident  you  will  view  with  particu- 
lar satisfaction,  the  renewal  of  the  ancient  con- 
nection with  the  Austrian  government  t and 
that  justly  appreciating  all  the  value  of  the 
accession  of  that  great  power  in  the  common 
cause  you  will  be  prepared,  as  far  as  circum- 
stances will  permit,  to  enable  me  to  support 
his  Imperial  .Majesty  in  the  vigorous  prosecu- 
tion of  the  contest. 

The  war  between  this  countiy  and  the  Uni- 
ted States  ot  America  still  continues  ; but  I 
have  the  satisfaction  to  inform  you  that  the 
measures  adopted  by  the  government  of  the 
U Stales,  for  the  conquest  of  Canada,  have 
been  frustr.ated  by  the  valor  of  his  majesty’s 
troops,  and  by  the  zeal  and  loyalty  of  Ins  .\- 
inrricun  subjects 

Wliilst  Grea"  Britain,  in  conjunction  with 
her  allies,  is  exerting  her  utmost  strength  a- 
gainst  the  con'moii  enemy  of  iiidependei  t na- 
tions, it  must  be  matter  of  deep  regret  to  find 
an  additional  enemy  in  a country,  whose  real 
interest  in  the  issue  of  tins  great  contest  must 
be  the  same  as  our  own. 

It  is  known  to  tlie  world  that  this  country 
was  not  the  aggressor  in  this  war. 

1 have  not  hitherto  seen  any  disposition  on 
the  part  of  tlie  CNITKD  ST.ATES  t » close  it, 
of  which  I could  avail  myself  consistently 
with  H due  attention  to  the  interests  of  his 
majeaty'ssubjecis 

1 am  at  all  time  ready  to  enter  into  discus- 
sions With  that  government  tor  a conciliatory 
adjustment  ot  the  differences  between  the  two 
countries,  upon  principles  of  perfect  recipro- 
city not  inconsistent  with  the  established 
maxims  of  public  law,  and  with  the  maritime 
rights  of  the  British  empire. 

Gentlemen  i,f  the  lJuiise  of  Commons, 

1 liave  directed  the  estimates  for  the  servi- 
ces of  tlie  ensuing  year  to  be  laid  before  you. 

I regret  the  neccssitv  of  so  large  an  expen- 
diture, ivtiieli  I am  confiileiit,  however,  you 
will  judge  to  he  iiiKivoidahlc,  when  the  extent 
and  iiatuie  of  oiir  military  exertions  arc  consi- 
dered. 

I entertain  no  doubt  of  your  readiness  to 
furnish  such  supplies  as  the  public  service  may 
require. 

I congratulate  you  on  the  improved  and 
floiirihliing  state  of  our  commerce,  and  I mist 
that  the  abundant  harvest  which  we  have  re- 
ceived from  die  bnuiitiful  hand  of  Providence 
(luring  the  pre.'-eiii  year  will  afford  material 
relief  to  his  m.ijesiv’s  people,  and  produce  a 
coiisidcr.sble  augmentation  in  many  branches  of 
the  revfiii'e 

-1/y  iMrds  ami  Gentlemen, 

I Congratufite  you  on  the  decided  convic- 
tion which  now  so  happily  prevails  thnmghout 
.so  large  a portion  of  Europe  that  the  war  in 
which  the  sllied  powers  are  engaged  against 
the  ruler  of  France  is  a war  of  necessity  ; and 
that  his  views  of  universal  dominion  can  only 
he  defeated  by  combined  and  determined  re- 
sistance. 

Tlie  public  spirit  at.d  national  enthusi.asm 
which  have  succes.*ively  accomplished  tlie  de- 
liverance of  the  kingdoms  of  Spain  and  Portu- 
gal, and  of  the  Russian  empire,  now  equally 
animate  the  German  people;  and  we  may  just- 
ly entertain  the  fullest  confidence  that  tlie 
same  perseverance  on  their  p.irt  will  ultimate- 
ly lead  to  the  same  glorious  result. 

I cannot  but  deplore  most  deeply  the  con- 
tinuance of  this  extended  warfare  of  all  those 
miseries  wliich  the  insatiable  ambition  of  the 
ruler  of  France  has  so  long  inflicted  upon  Eu- 
rope. 

No  disposition  to  require  from  France  sac- 
rifices ot  any  de.scription  inconsistent  with 
her  honor  or  just  pretensions  as  a nation  will 
ever  he  on  my  pan,  < r that  of  his  majesty’s  al- 
lies, an  obstacle  to  Peace. 

The  restoration  of  that  great  blessing  upon 
priiic.ples  of  justice  and  equality  has  never 
Ceased  to  he  my  anxious  wish  ; but  I am  fuliv 
convinced  that  it  can  only  be  obtained  liv  a 
continuance  of  those  efforts  which  have  alrea- 
ch  delivered  so  large  a part  of  Europe  from 
tire  pawer  of  the  etutntp
